The  birth  rate  of  19®3  and  death  rate  of  9^7  are  to  be  conpared 
with  that  of  England  and  Wales  which  were  l6o3  and  llo9» 

There  v/ere  five  infant  deaths  of  "which  4 occurred  in  the  first 
week  of  independent  existence  and  -were  from  causes  associated  with 
prematurity  and  birth  risks# 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  low  and  all  were 
relatively  mild.  In.fective  Hepatitis  "was  made  notifiable  during  the 
year  and  three  cases  were  reported  to  the  Department. 

The  routine  work  of  the  Health  Department  keeps  increasing  T/ith 
still  a disproportionate  amount  of  lengthy  visits  to  the  offensive 
trade  factories  where  the  problems  causing  nuisances  are  so  varied 
in  extent#
